Forbes  Catskill-Snowball.  The  Cauliflower  plant  that  will  produce  the  heads  that 
command  the  high  dollar  in  the  city  markets  will  not  flourish  under  all  conditions. 
The  successful  grower  must  carefully  study  both  soil  and  climate  conditions  as 
well  as  seed.  Where  these  conditions  are  favorable  Catskill-Snowball  is  the 
premier  variety  for  outdoor  culture  because  of  its  earliness,  vigorous  growth,  its 
handsome  appearance  and  high  quality.  Catskill-Snowball,  with  its  strong, 
vigorous  constitution,  will  produce  heavier  and  deeper  heads  of  perfect  Cauli¬ 
flower  than  any  other  strain  we  have  ever  seen.  Unlike  some  others  this 
variety  does  not  mature  all  at  one  time.
